Active negotiations are under way for the 
acquisition of the Chicago Great Western 
railroad by the Grand Trunk railway system. 
Local officials and directors decline to say 
how far negotiations have gone or whether 
the big Canadian company Intends to absorb 
or gain control of the stock of the middle 
west system. Official announcement is ex- 
pected from New York. 

The taking over of the Great Western was 
one of the pet plane of the late Sir Charles 
M. Hays, president and upbullder of the 
Grand Trunk syetem, who went down with 
the Titanic. Then he died the plans tem- 
porarily were abandoned, and it is only in 
recent weeks that E. J. Chamberlin, his 
successor, formerly general manager of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific system, has resumed 
negotiations. 


Seek Western Business. 

This campaign is only a part of a general 
Canadian rafiway fight for connecting the 
great producing northwest with the consum- 
ing and exporting east. It was President 
Hays who startled the eastern railroad a- 
terests of this country by suddenly getting 
control of the old Central Vermont ratiway, 
itself worn out and unprofitable, and thus 
putting his road in direct competition with 
the American lines entering New Fingland.

People, Says B. F. Harris. 


CRITICISES FARM METHOD 


Tells Colleagues Soil Robbery 
Is Causing Fertility to 
Wane Rapidly. 


Hilinois has land enough to support a popu- 
lation of 2000, O00, yet she fails far short of 
that, not even producing butter enough for 


home consumption, aecording to B. F. Har- 


ris of Champaign, former president of the 
Illinois Bankers’ association, in a talk last 
evening before the Chicago Bankers’ club. 

* Tilinois has 56,000 square miles of land 
nearly 36,000,000 acres,” said Mr. Harris. 
“Its farmers could readily’ raise enough to 
feed 20,000,000 persone. We fall far short of 
that. An a@erage increase of five bushels to 
the acre, and much more is possible, would 
add $176,000,000 a year to the wealth of the 
state. 

We call Illinois a dairy state—yet she does 
not produce butter enough for her own citi- 
gens. | 

All Unes of industry, all methods and 
men, have advanced production and lowered 
the cost except the farmer. He is standing 
still, and the ‘stiller’ he stands the higher 
goes the cost of living and the lower soil 
fertinty. 


Barely Butter Enough for Chicago. 

“It ts a remarkable fact that if this state 
were closed to butter ship 
side states the people of all her cities out- 
side of Chicago, plus 260,000 of her urban 
population, would be deprived of butter for 
their bread. 

Does that touch our pride on the buttered 
eide a trifle, especially when we know that 
in 1878 we produced 25,000,000 pounds of but- 
ter and last year only 9,500,000 pounds? 

“We must change the Industries of our 
cities as well as the methods of our farming 
sections, in order that henceforth we may 
sell labor rather than natural wealth. The 
only effective and complete way of doing 
this is by new school methods. 

Our farmers are really not farmers at all. 
They are minere, mining the fertility of the 
soil and selling it for little more than the cost 
of mining. And while we are a nation of 
wasters We are wasting people more than we 
are wasting anything else.“ 


Harris Criticises Colleagues. 

Mr. Harris criti.ised his colleagues for 
lack of interest in helping the country. 

“The banker hae been misuncerstood,” 
he cald. Ot all classes it would seem he 
has done the least thinking. He's ‘in 
wrong’ with the pjeople, and he must set 
himself right. He has suffered folks to think 
of him as the mere money changer, the 
percentage taker.’’

In Illinois, the Republican national con- 
gressional committee is not looking for na- 
terial gains for the party; and it will be more 
than pleased It it saves the seats of all of the

Survey of the situation in the twenty-five 
congressiona! districts, with the election two 
weéks away, shows there is a slim chance of 
the Republicans gaining a single congres- 
sional district, ag compared with the present 
Avision ot the districts between the Repub- 
Uaans and Democrats.

Political Fur Flies as Candi- 
dates Enter Upon Final 
Weeks of Campaign. 


COMMITTEE OF 100 ACTIVE 


Bitter Controversy Waged by 
Rival Candidates for States 
Attorneyship. 


The campaign for the Cook county offices is 
passing into its final stage with the element 
of bitterness and personal attack more 
marked than in any recent election. 

Hostilities center around the state's attor- 
neyship, the presidency of the board of coun- 
ty commissioners, and the membership of the. 
board of review, but with practically all of. 
the vitally important county offices, control 
of the county board with its ramifying re- 
sponstbilities, and the control of the board 
of sanitary. district trustees at stake. 

Chicago voters, are called upon’ to elect @ 
chief justice of the Municipal court, a full 
corps of officials of that court, and one-third 
of the associate justices, and in adéftion will 
choose three new associate justices lately 
authorized by the city council. 

The Republican committee of 100, which 
made the fight for clean and honest candi- 
dates in the direct primaries in April, is 
supporting an aggressive and comprehensive 
campaign in behalf of those candidates and 
conducts the battle from headquarters sepa- 
rate from, but working harmoniously with, 
the Republican county committee. 


Democratic “Harmony” a Jangle. 

The Democratic county campaign is, ap- 
parently, a hit and miss affair, with each of 
the nominees conducting his contest as best. 
he can. The Sullivan and Hearst-Harrison 
factions are hopelessly split and no amicable 
arrangement has been made regarding the 
conduct of the Cook county campaign except 
in the single matter of arranging for the 
massmeetings at which Edward F. Dunne, 
the nominee for governor, is to speak. 

Harmony propositions were made, agree 
upon, and shot to pleces during the 
negotiations which have been held between 
the Suilivan committee, headed by John Mc- 
Gillen, and the Hearst-Harrison committee, 
led by Congressman A. J. Sabath. 

For a moment it looked as though peace 
had been restored by the agreement upon 
James J. Townsend as chairman of a joint 
harmony committee, and James 8. Mo- 
Inerney, as secretary, representing. respec- 
tively the Sullivan and Hearst-Harrison fac- 
tions. Each claims to be the real and legal 
Cook. county Democratic committee, the row 
dating back to the Seventh Regiment armory 
convention, when the police broke in the 
doors with an axe and turned over the con- 
vention to the Hearst-Harrison contingent.

Wilson Pleads with Crowd. 

Do not be rude to her,“ urged the gov- 
ernor, and the crowd became quiet while he 
ached: 

Woman suffrage, madam, is not a ques- 
tion that is dealt with by ene national gov- 
ernment at all. I am only here asa repre- 
sentative of the national party.“ 

The woman continued to shout questions 
adout suffrage and when the governor could 
be heard again he said to her: 

“I hope you will not consider it a discour- 
tesy if I decline to answer your questions 
on this occasion. I am sure the lady wil! 
not insist.’ 

Miss Malone did not stop, however, and for 
a few minutes there was a confusion of cries 
to.take the woman from the hall, which final- 
ly ended when the police arrested her. Gov. 
Wilson continued his speech amidst cheers.

MEAT PRICES TO RECEDE. 


Soeretary Wilson Gives Bumper 
Crops as Reason for Dedue- 
tion; Saving $500,000,000. 


Beverly, Mass., Oct. 19.—In a statement 
issued here tonight, based upon reports from 
Secretary of Agriculture James Wilson, Pres- 
ident Taft declares that the wave of high 
prices for food throughout the world has 
begun to subside in this country. 


“The wave of extremely high prices 47 


food throughout the civilized world,“ read | 


| the preeident’s statement, has reached its 


height in the United States and 10 subsid- 
ing: 

„he American people have cause to be 
thankful that because of our Industrial pros - 
perity it has not beén attended here with 
the great hardship which has prevailed in 
some of the countries where high prices 


‘have combined with low wages to reduce the 


working people to a point bordering on 
etar vation.“ 


Bumper Crops Will Affect Prices. 
According to the announcement of White 
House officials, Secretary Wilson made an 
investigation of the causes of the prices and 
the effect of the bumper crops in the United 
States upon such prices. : 
‘The great prosperity of the American farm- 


er, the report to the president showed, has 


brought about a material decrease in the cost 
ot food products, although in many instances 
the reduction will not become apparent to 
the consumer for several months. The report 
promises that the price of meat will decrease 
notably on account of the bumper corn crop 
after cattle, sheep, and hogs fed from that 
orop reach the consumer, 


Saving Will Be $500,000,000. 

Secretary Wilson advised the president 

that of the nine great crops of the country, 
corn, Wheat, oats, barley, rye, buckwheat, 
potatoes, flazsee@, and hay; the Oct. 1 prices 
indicated « saving to the consumer of about 
d per cent, or nearly 8800. 000 000. 
Tue crop increase will make up to farmers, 
however, reductions in price. Mr. Wilsons 
shows that while the return to the producers 
on Oct. 1, 1911, amounted to $3.868.000,000 at 
thé prices prevailing Oct. 1 of this year, their 
return will be $4,454,000,000. 

Mr. Wilton's report, according to officials 
here. shows that the aggregate crop in the 
United States will be about 20 per cent 
greater than it has been for years. He 
shows that the wheat crop of the year fs 
nearly 100,000,000 bushels greater than last 
year, and says that one high grade flour is 
costing at the mills 80 cents a barrel less 
than it did a year ago. 


Corn Crop Record Breaker. 

The corn crop, Mr. Wilson points out, ex- 
ceeda 3,000,000,000 bushels, and there has al- 
ready been @ decrease in price of corn of 7 
cents per bushel, 

The bay crop. he says. has increased more 
then 17,000 000 tone over a year ago. and he 
declares hat in consequence the price per ton 
has fallen $2.74. 

This decreage, he maintams, wil not only 
decrease the price of meats, but of milk,

Life, he said, demands energy for its pecu- 
liar manifestations. Energy is like gun- 
powder. Life is like the trigger puller that 
makes the gunpowder work. 

It seems only to be an afiair of atoms, but 
there is possibly much more in it than is 
timagined. Life is probably apart altogether 
A control; not a force, but something that 
@irects forces and incidentally controls mat- 
ter. 

Defines Functions of Life. 

Prot. Lodge thus defined the functions of 
life: : 
“ What life has to do is to control the spon- 
taneous disintegration dt protoplasmic cells, 
to regulate the c:tivity of ganglias of the 
brain, and to suspend the disimegration of 
organic material until some appointed time 


and then direct it along a determined chan- 


‘el, 

a That is all a sportsman does with the en- 
ergy of gunpowder. He withholds the explo- 
gion till the appointed time and then liberates 
it im a definite diréction. To say thet he 
propels the projectile, thereby conflicting 
with the conservation of energy, is absurd. 
This process of timing and aiming is typical 
of the control of life throughout. 


Life’s Control a Puzzle. 

“The manner and method whereby life 
obtains this control we do not as yet know, 
but those who say that life cannot guide 
material processes, unless life itself is a form 
of energy (which is false—man is not a form 
of energy), and those who hold that life 
cannot act at all unless energy is at its di- 
posal (which is certainly true) forget the 
spontaneous activity of complex organized 
molecules and forget the disintegration 
manifested by radioactivity. 

„ Bnergy is not a guiding or controlling 
entity at all; it is a thing to be guided. 
Energy by iteelf is as blind and biundering as

BERLIN, Oct. 12-—In summing up the 
chances of a European conflagration re- 
suiting from the Balkan imbroglio, Maximil- 
ian Harden, the well known German editor, 
who is regarded as one of Germans keen- 
est political writers, gives his views as fol- 
lows: 

Russia needs five years yet to get ready 
Today she is entirely 
unprepared. 

“The Vienna government does not dare 
to manifest its desire to go to war, for if the 
dual monarchy were victorious it would re- 
sult in bringing to the heir to the throne glory 
and fame which would completely over- 
shadow the old emperor's prestige. 

England has two main-objects in view, 
the separation of Italy and Germany and 
the establishment of England's control with- 
out bloodshed of an Egyptian or Arabian 
khalifate over the Mohammedans of India. 


France Fears Loan Loss, 
“France would like to retain her protec- 
torate over the Christians of the near east 
and not lose the billions which she has loaned 


London and Paris financiers are working 
together for peace, and a European war is 
only conceivable if the diplomatic nullity, 
which is virtually existing everywhere, and 
the governing forces continue to make avoid- 
abie mistakes. 

“But the agony of Evropean Turkey has 
begun and the question whether the Balkana, 
politically and economically, shall belong to 
an alliance or confederation of states un- 
der Russian influence and dependeney or re- 
matn open to Germanic expansion will, as 
4 matter of He or death to German growth 
and influence, be finally answered and de- 
cided by the sword.”

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 19.—The Turk- 
ish fleet arrived off Varna, Bulgaria, on the 


southwest shore of the Black sea, at 6 o'clock 


this morning and began a bombardment. at 2 
o' clock this afternoon. 

Notification had already * received at 
the various embassies that a blockade of 
Varna and Burghas, to the south, bad been 
begun by Turkey. 

Varna is memorable for the battle fought 
there in 1444, in which the Turkieh sultan, 
Amurath II.. overwhelmed the Hupgarlan 
army commanded by King Ladislae. Tt bas 
a population of about 35,000. 

Turkish successes in the engagements with 
the Servian and Montenegrin troops are re- 
ported today in special dispatches from ga- 
loniki and Uskup, but the detalls are meager. 

Strict orders have been issued by the civil 
and military authorities in Rumelia to ingure 
the safety of the Christian population. Those 
proved gulity of attacking ‘peaceful inhabi- 
tants are to be tried by court martial and en- 
tenced to death. 


Greek Army Routs Turks. 

ATHENS, Oct. 19.—The Greek army. under 
command of Crown Prince Constantine, after 
tour hours’ fighting, today dislodged the 
Turks from strong positions commanding 
Elasscna, near the Grectan frontier... The 
Greeks cupied Elassona. Two bat- 
talions ard two batteries crossed the Arta 
river into Epirus aud occupied the heights 
of Grimbovo.

Bulgarians Win Battle. 

SOFIA, Oct. 19.—The Turkish town of 
Mustapha Pasha was taken last night by 
the Bulgarian army corps, which is march- 
ing on the great fortress of Adrianople. The 
Turks were repulsed all along the line. 

The Bulgarian troops have algo crossed 
the frontier at other points, and have cap- 
tured the small towns of Tsarevose lo, Gs rnie, 
and Djuma. Other columns have penetrated 
through the passes of the Rhodope moun- 
tains and marched acror< the frontier Inte 
Turkish territory. 


Genera! Attack Carried Out.

War means not only the arrest of the trade, 
the industry, and of the prosperity .of their 
respective countries but also spells absolute 
ruin to their national ‘treasuries, besides 
closing to the latter every money market in 
Europe. , 

Moreover, the eve of winter, which latter is

were so signally defeated by the Bulgarians 
under Prince Alexander at the battle of 
Slevenitza. 


War Conditions Discouraging. 


It is therefore under somewhat discourag: 


ig the southeast of Europe 
F760 ‘@maugurated the fray against Turkey. 
the more so as each of them has received 
warning from the great powers that under no 
circumstances would the latter permit any 
territorial aggrandizement. in the event of 
victory. At the same time they have been 
notified that they could not rely upon any 
assistance or intervention in their behalt ir 
vanquished. 
That these are the present intentions of the 
great powers concerned may be taken for 
granted, But whether they will find it pos- 


| sible to adhere to them is a matter of doubt. 


Should. the Turks prove victorious, no mat- 
ter how much the Russian and Roumanian 
5 governments might wish to hold aloof popu- 
lar sentiment among the lieges of Emperor 
Nicholas and of King Charles would be so 
overwhelming in behalf of their co-religion- 
ists in the Balkans that they would be com- 
pelled to take part in the war, just as was 
the case in 1877. 


Forced Into 1877 Strife. 
On that occasion.it may be recalled that 
Emperor Alexander II., despite his alleged 
autocracy, wes forced into the war with 
Turkey by the frresistibie will of his people. 
It was a war for which Russla was in no 
sense prepared from a military or a finan- 
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Basouks in Bulgaria. . 
‘As in the present ins{ance, Sérvia had been 
Warned to preserve the peace at all costs, 
and that it could expect no.assistance from 
the great powers if vanquished by the Turks. 
But when, as foreseen by all, it was ‘over- 
taken by defeat, nothing could prevent the 
' Russians and the Roumanians from coming 
to ita rescue, regardless of the views and 
wishes of ‘their respective rulers, 


Servian Massacre the Cause. 


It popular sentiment has been aroused in 
the Balkan states to such an extent us us to 
precipitate war during the last week, it has 

been through the wholesale massacre of the 

peaceful Servians of Berane, near the Servian 
frontier, by the Turks, while a short time 
previously the Bulgarian inhabitants of the 
town - of Kotchana had been tortured and 
Milled in the most shocking fashion, not by 
igh bandits, but by officers and soldiers 
of the Ottoman ar mies. 

The sublime porte subsequently refused 
any redress for the wholesale murder and 
rapine of which its troops had rendered them- 
gelyes.guilty there, declining even to pun- 
ish the actual perpetrators. 

The scenes at Kotchana seem to have been 
particularly shocking, worthy indeed, not 
of disciplined regimenta, but of those Asiatic 
irregular levies, who spurred by the most 
ferocious kind of Moslem fanaticism, won 
tor themselves go unenivable a name as 
Bashi-Bazouks in the Christian provinces of 
Turkey thirty-five years ago. © 


Abdul Hamid Tolerated Atrocities. 


Abdul Hamid tolerated the massacres of 
Armenians not only in Asia Minor but even 
in Constantinople, and won for bimeeif there- 
by the name of The great assassin,’ be- 
stowed upon him by Gladstone. 

With his downfall and the inauguration 
of constitutional forms of government at 
Stamboul, it was expected that a more hu- 
‘mare and civilized era had dawned. But 
before the Young Turk party had been long 
in power there came the horrible massacre 
of the Christian population at Adana, the 
perpetrators: of which’ eho yee unpunished to 
this day. :

Accidents Are Few.

One of the reports is !!lus- 
trated with drawings and photogra of 
special devices which have been prepared in 
different factories to render injuries impos- 
sible, There is apparently a disposition 
throughout the country for employers to com- 
ply fully with all the provisions of the law, 
consequently the number of accidents dimin- 
ishes each year and fatal accidents are ex- 
ceediuigly rare.

of Heaven,” we are assured by the advertisements, is 
“the most wonderful spectacle since the creation.” 

Not having been present at the former exhibition, we 
can neither confirm nor deny the comparison. Yet we feel per- 
fectly justified in saying that though the creation may have had 
a bit the better of it in the matter of scenery, it was greatly in- 
ferior in the detail of costumes. 

No possible arrangement of fig leaves could compare with the 
gorgeousness of covering in this latest of stage spectacles. There 
spread over it thousands of yards of heavy silks and 
brocaded satins, cloths of gold and pennants of silver, tapestried 
banners and panels set with jade. : 

Scenically, too, “The Daughter of Heaven” surpasses “ The 
Garden of Allah,” which was last season’s production at the 
Century. It has no one scene so impressive as that of the 
garden of Count Anteoni, but it has a half dosen interiors and 
smaller exteriors more ‘beautiful. 

It begins with an atmosphere catcher, as did last year’s pro- 
duction. Being a story of ancient China—a Romeo and Juliet 
of the East” they like’ to call it—the first view is that of a 
river glistening in the moonlight; the foreground a tangle of 
flowering vines, the background a valley: lying between purpled 
hills, snowcapped. 

Down the river floats a Chinese boat, holding a Chinese tenor 
and his lady love. He is singing a song of amatory dalliance. 
There is the swish of waves on the shore, if you have imagina-

It was as a miniaturist that Miss Baker did 
her best work. Among the seventeen minia- 
tures grouped in a glass case are three or four 
which may stand among the best modern 
achievements in this exquisite art. The 
* Rayna Simons,“ the red haired nude called 
„Spring.“ “ Senora Sorolia,” and Miss Ma- 
rion Tooker’ deserve to rank as little mas- 
terpleces of portraiture. A close second to 
these four are the tiny profile head “ Baby 
Jane and that pale study of shy and nalve 
girlhood, ‘‘ Miss Ethel Coe, in both of which 
the most fugitive rose leaf bloom of youth and 
infancy is poignantly expressed. 

Miss Baker's larger pictures may be divided 
into two periods, Until five or six years ago 
she painted in low tones, but her last visit 
to Paris caused her to try experiments in 
strong tones of pure color. She did not live 
long enough to satisfy herself in the new man- 
ner, although the sketches here shown of 
Norway and the Luxembourg and one or two 
portraits show that she was gaining control 
over it... In the earlier style are Evelyn,” 
the vivid portrait of Charles W. Clark. the 
Art institute's figure picture, In an Old 
Gown,” and that admirable example of tonal 
painting, “‘Insousiance.”” | . 

A few fine water colors are shown, notably

Miss Baker was essentially a portrait paint- 
er. Intense sympathy with the character she 
was studying enabled her to reveal in each 
miniature, each oil or pastel, a distinct in- 
dividuality. She never got into a rut, but 
found an absorbing drama in each sitter, 
and she instinctively modified her style to 
express the drama. ;

The Rookwood potteries send no less than 
sixty pieces, representing their shiny iris 
Ware, the soft vellum, the dull ombroso, the 
rougher mat inlay, etc. In each kind one 
may find vases or bowls exquisite in color 
and decorative design and of perfect finigh. 
These potters have acquired a marvelously 
smooth technique, and their use of realistic 
landscape patterns and forms of flowers and 
animals is original, and often truly decora- 
tive. Such vases as Nos. 815, 831, 886, 888 
are a real achievement, and the blue gray 
Boy and Dolphin “ ts a beauty. 

Only, the Rookwood people are too much 
alike. There is a dreamy, tender tone in 
most of their work, which is in danger of 
becoming effeminate. They need new blood, 
some bold, virile revolutionist to break a few 
rules and give them a fresh start. The 
writer sees now and then two or three Rook- 
wood pieces of their first experimental year, 
and these, crude as they are, have a kind of 
power in them which the fine craftemen of 
twenty-five years later hardly attain.

HE world’s drama is the richer for the 
unknown play of Sophocles that has 
just been discovered in Egypt. Ac- 
cording to a statement made by a 
celebrated French critic, M. Theodore 
Reinach, this unknown play h a satyric play, 
in which Sophocies delighted and in which 
he was one ot the greatest of masters. The 
title, which was written on a plece of Egyp- 
tian papyrus, is ‘“‘Ichneutal.” Translated 
freely, this means the “ trail hunters” or 
Satyr hounds.“ 
The manuscript was found in an old town 
in upper Egypt called Oxyrhychus, on which 
the modern city of Bernese now stands. 
There are some who believe that this manu- 
script is an imitation of Sophocles, but Prof. 
Reinach says that the style of the writing 
is too personal and pecullar to be anything 
less than the work of this great master.

Translated, this was the im- 

port of a sign which appeared 

the other day in a window, of a grocery and 


meat shop in the heart of a cogmopolitan dis- 
tréct in Chicago. Side by- side in that district 


live Ltalians, Bohemians, Poles, Lithuanians, 
and Slovaks. Whether they can read the 


ann or not, they buy in thet store. For the . 


store has a reputation in the rsa ke 


dor te cheap prices. 
The advertisement in. the 2 000 H che 


store is thoroughly lived up te by the pro- 
prietor. Apparently he does defy.the high 
cost of living. He does ell cheap. Groceries, 
meats, vegetables, and canned goods of all 
descriptions are sold there from 15 to 2% per 
cent cheaper than in the average store just a 
little ways beyond that particular neigh- 
berhood. 

The storekeeper of course is not losing any 
money by his defying the high cost of living. 
On the contrary, he is growing more progper- 
ous day by day. He is an honest men—he 
buys his goods and pays for them. How, 
then, can he sell groceries and provisions 
from 15 to 25 per cent cheaper than the aver - 
age storekeeper in an average American 
neighborhood without going to the wall ina 
short time? The answer is: By selling second 
hand goods. 

— 

Thousands of dollars worth of e econd 
hand groceries.and meats and canned goods 
are consumed in Chicago daliy. 

Second hand groceries! 


This may sound far fetched. But it is not. 
of the visiting nurses assigned to the foreign 


Chicago ie a big city. It has thousands 
stores, hundreds of wholesalers, big and 
emall. In each of these stores there is on 
hand a certain stock of groceries or canned 
vegetables, or canned fish, that has grown 
oié and stale from standing. The reputable 
grocery or wholesaler would not dare sell 
a can of tomatoes or peas that hae become 
„ wollen or rusty from standing in the 
store for years. It would be suicide to sell to 
his regular trade a box of ealmon or sardines 
that has been standing. on his shelf for three 
years. The customer would bring it back to 
him and probably would shun his store oe 
next time. 

But these swollen cans of . the 
stale cans of salmon are not thrown out. 
There are men who are on the lookout for 
just such goods. The men call themselves 
auctioneers. They buy these stale goods for 
a little, both from wholesalers and retailers, 
and then they sell them at auction to store- 
keepers in the poorest neighborhoods in the 
ity. 

2 

Those storekeepers are reached by letters 
which the auctioneers send to them inform 
ing them that on such and such a day a big 
stock of groceries or canned goods will be 
sold. A reputable storekeeper throws these 
letters from the auctioneer’s into the waste 
basket. The men who defy the high cost of 
living by selling groceries cheap eagerly 


await just such letters announcing auctions. 


Of course, the canned goods sold by the auc- 
tioneers do not look their age, not on the 
surface at least.

The meats which are sold at lowest prices 
ere likewise of second hand variety. 

Dven in the best ordered wholesale houses 
there ig a certain amount of meats which 
spoil weekly. There is bound to be a certain 
amount of meat that turns sour,“ ae the 
phrase is. There is bound to be a certain 
number’ of hams that spoil because they 
have not been curcd properly. Then there 
is the meat which bas been good, but which 
has become oic. This meat is not thrown 
away. It is sought alter too much by butch- 
ers who are bounc 13 make a record as defy- 
ing the high cost cf living ip their particular 
neighborhood. They buy this meat at their 
own price.

does not walt for a customer tot it, but tele - 
phones to one or two dealers who he knows 
canalways use that sort of meat in their trade 
and so disposes of it. The odds and ends in 
the wholesale houses, the throwouts,“ are 
another factor which enables the butcher to 
sell meat, especially that variety known as 
chopped meat,“ at half the price which one 
has to pay for chopped meat in a butcher 
shop that does not aim to make a record as 
the cheapest place in the street. 

There is another kind of meat which sells 
cheap. This, however, is a secret of the 
trade only. Such meat is not supposed to be 
in existence It is the meat that would not 
be passed by a government inspector if it 
were slaughtered in the stockyards, The 
animals are slaughtered, therefore, in the 
country and brought into Chicago, where the 
meat is sold cheaply to the butchers that 
care to buy it. And they, in turn, sell 
it to the customers at bargain prices. Profit 
for the butcher is quite high on that sort of 


meat. 


There are recond hand vegetables. They 
are vegetables that are spolled by becoming 
overheated in the cars while on the way 
from the south or the west to Chicago. There 
is second hand fruit. It is the fruit which 
becomes overripe. Quantities of such vege- 
tables and fruits are always on hand in com- 
mission houses. The average storekeeper 
shune them. The storekeeper from the dis- 
tricts of the poor, on the contrary, is eager 
for just that sort of vegetables, for he gets 
them cheap and can sell them cheap.

These second hand groceries, meats and 
vegetables apparently cut down the cost of 
living. In reality they don‘t. For they are 
not food, but only a makeshift for food. 
Their effect upon the poor, who consume 
these articles, is not always disastrous, but 
it ie invariably depressing and costly. Ask 


neighborhoods. 

The people there are constantly suffering 
all sorts of minor aches and pains, for which 
they have no names. You enter a house 
and you find the head of the family lying 
down. He is not feeling well, he tells you. 
He is in pain. Colic, or, plainer still, stom- 
ache, he calls it, and wonders how he got it. 
He ate some salmon for dinner. It did not 
taste particularly well, but then it ought not 
to make you sick, he reasons. He runs to 


the nearby drug store for some “ stomach 


pills and the next morning the man is bet- 
ter. In three or four days he is completely 
well. He missed a few days’ work, how- 
ever, and paid dearly for his cheap food. 

Had the man gone to a doctor he would 
have found that he had a mild case of pto- 
maine poisoning. The can which contained 
the salmon had become rusty from years of 
standing in the stores. Salmon, according 
to grocers, tastes better after it has been in 
the can a year of a little over. But when 
a box ef salmon is three years old then it 
may frequently prove a mild poison.

The other side of the second hand groceries 
and meat consumption is shown by the 
drug stores in the congested neighborhoods, 
or stomach 
teas are advertised in the windows. All 
sorts of “ remedies for indigestion,“ medi- 
cines, which promise to ‘ purify the blood,” 
and remove pimples from the face are 
displayed in windoWs and on counters and 
gell in enormous quantities. 

The nurse and doctor of the neighborhood 
will tell you that the impure blood, and 
pimples and stomach troubles are the re- 
‘sult of cheap eatables, the results of fighting 


‘the high cost of living with stale mea ts and 


with canned goods that. belong in the re- 
fuse barrel and not on the kitohen table. 
if you stand for some time on any of the 
narrow streets in the congested foreign dia- 
trict y6u will see a wild eyed mother hold- 
ing a three or four year old child that Is 
writhing in pain, in her arms and running, to 
the dootor with it. The child has con- 
vulsions. ‘‘ Improper feeding,” the physician 
remarks. Conviusions are extremely com- 
mon among the children of the poor. The 
diet of second hand foods or makeshifts for 
foods is the gause of these conviusions. No 
one knows this better than the physician. 
“Why dont you warn the people against 


‘eating these old meats and groceries?” a 


physician was asked.

The Marinette-Escanaba road is toe 
three miles long, and the most of it is as 
smooth as a city boulevard. It was built 
under the system through which Michigan 
encourages the construction of good roads, 
Under the plan the state gives a bounty of 
$1,000 a mile to the counties and townships 
that build macadam roads. )

Some of the townships through which the 
Marinette-Escanaba road runs have not 
awakened to the good roads movement, and 
these stretches are somewhat soft, though 
the sand is not deep enough to call for the 
use of even the intermediate gears. Esca- 
naba is widely heralded by the citizens as 
the metropolis of the upper peninsula.“ 

The distance from Escanaba to New berry, 
the night control on the third dan is only 
125.2 miles. After leaving Escanaba the 
rgad of fine macadam curves around the 
shores of Little Bay de Noc for nearly eight 


miles. There is a dirt stretch between Glad- 
stone and Kipling. However. the road was 


found to be fairly good all the way to Rapid 
River, the last place listed in the Automobile 
Blue Book. From St. Jacques to Nahma 
the road winds in and out through the woods, 

with several stretches of bark road which 
proved good to travel over. From Nahma 
to Isabella, a distance of eight or ten miles, 
the road is quite narrow. 

The character of the country is about the 
same between Escanaba and Manistique. At 
Thompson, fifty-eight miles from Escanaba, 
the motorists will get their first sight of Lake 
Michigan since leaving Milwaukee. The road 
is fair between Thompson and Newberry. 
The distance from Escanaba to Newberry is 
about 125 miles. 

The fourth day's run will be the hardest of 
the tour. It will extend from Newberry to 
St. Ignace, a distance of 65.2 miles. The goad 
is fair for the first eight miles, but there 
trouble is expected to begin. Sharp turns and 
a sea of sand are pitfalls which will try the 
wariness of the drivers. Hendricks, Quarry, 
Garnett, Rexton, and Brevoort are the towns 
touched, and the population of all is about 
500, according to the pathfinders. The road 
extends for several miles along the shore of 
the lake, but only glimpses of the water are 
obtainable because ofthe dense follage and 
underbrush. From Brevoort to St. Ignace the 
road ie fair. At St. Ignace the first and best 
view of the beautiful straits of Mackinac is 
obtainable.

The log of Pathfinder John De Long, pub- 
lished in Root’s Motor Digest; graphically 
descriped the trip from St. * to Chi- 
cago. It follows: 

“It is at St. Ignace that the motorist is 
obliged to ship his car by water across the 
Straits to Mackinaw City, for the run down 
the fower peninsula. The distance is but 
five miles, and the trip only takes fifty min- 
utes from dock to dock, but the charge to- 
tals $6.50, with 50 cents additional for each 
passenger. The gasoline has to be drawn 
from the tank and the car must be loaded 
on a flat car, which in turn is switched on to 
the car ferry. The way we worked it was 
to take the machine across on the 8:45 p. m. 
ferry, after which we spent the night at 
Mackinaw City, and were ready for an early 
start the next morning for the run to Tra-. 

verse City, the easiest day’s jaunt of the 
entire trip. 
runs through a beautiful country that takes 
in Pon-She-Wa-Ing, Oden, Conway, Bay 
View, and Petoskey, the noon control In 
the afternoon it is an easy trip through How- 
ard, Bay Shore, Charlevoix, Norwood, East- 
port, and Elk Rapids.

The distance is 100 miles and 
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HE 1912 crop reports show throughout 
the country the largest harvest yield 
in perhaps ten years. The problem 
which ‘rafhway officials now Rave to 
solve ie to get the crops moved with 

their present inadequate rolling stock. It is 
a problem that is bewildering the best brains 
of the railway interests today. B. F. Yoakum 
of the Denver and San Francisco railway 
says that the number of freight cars per 
1,000 miles of track shows an increase of but 
7,002 to 8,900 cars in a ten year period. Pros- 
perity in other fields of endeavor demands at 
least seven-eighths of this number of freight 
cars per 1,000 miles of trackage to move their 
various commodities. When one reflects that 
the Increase in this year’s corn and oatecr 
alone over those of last year is 142,000,000 
bushels greater than the entire wheat-crop of 
the United States for thie year; that the total 
wheat crop, according to the governmental 
ger, ie 600,000,000 bushels (a gain of 69. 

000 bushels over 1911); that the corn crop 
2 increased from 2.531, 000,000 bushels last 
year to 2. 908,000, 000 bushele this year (an in- 
crease of 464,000,000 bushels over 1911); that 
the oats crop has gone from 925,000,000 bush- 
els in 1911 to 1.200, 000,000 bughets in 1912; that 
the hay crop shows an increase of 17,000,000 
tons, or à total of 72,000,000 tons, he cannot 
fall to grasp the significance of this tremen- 
dous volume of freight on an already over- 
taxed and inadequate rolling stock. 
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"It is evident that shippers this fall and win- 
ter will suffer more from delayed deliveriés 
than perhaps any time in history. The mer 
camtile interests of the United States can 
save for themselves the initial cot of motor 
trucke by pressing power driven trucks into 
service for carrying their short haul freight 
to customers situated up to a distance of 100 
miles from their establishments.’ Merchants 
who depend on railroads to deliver their short 
haul freight this fall and winter will be sadly 
disappointed, because the rallroade have 
never made money out of short haul freight 
and their practice in normal times is to leave 
goods on station platforms or on side tracks 
until they can conveniently forward !t. This 
winter ewery freight car that has a sound 
journal box and an axle that will carry any 
sort of load will be impressed into use for 
long haul trips on which railroads can make 
money. 

Horse trucks cannot be used for carrying 
short haul freight farther than a ten mile 
zone and as the weather grows colder they 
cannot be trusted for important delivery 
servfte at all. A merchant with motor truck 
equipment is independent of weather ex- 
tremes; he can put his customer's good in 


the customer's place of business 25. 50, or 


as much as 100 miles out in the interior in 
the same period of time that is required for 
his horse trucks to load the customer’s goods 
from his shipping department and unload it, 
at the freight terminal and get the freight 
shipment actually started. As a matter of 
fact, short haul freight to points fifty or 
seventy-five miles away remains in the 
freight house two, three, or five days in ab- 
normal times like these before it gets started 
and it may be sidetracked three times before 
it reaches its destination, requiring more 
than a week before the customer can get 
the goods in his store. 

The first class gasoline motor truck can 
deliver a consignment of goods to towns 
seventy-five miles distant easily in one day's 
time, and even for operation as single units 
the cost will be easily 25 to 80 per cent 
less than would be required to transport 
goods by freight, considering both the de- 
lays with which the customer suffers and the 
extra time before the wholesaler. receives 
his money for the consignment. Frequently 
the delivery cost ig of secondary importance 
and the getting of the goods by the customer 
the first and final consideration.

The fact that this is not theorizing or vis- 
lonary talk is proved by the experience of a 
number of operators of motor express lines in 
and around New York City. Some of these 
public motor express companies operating 
Mack and Saurer trucks are earning today 
from $30 to $50 per day gross on four ton 
trucks. This means a net profit of $20 to 
$30 per day to the operator, What it would 
mean to the merchant who had to deliver 
the consignment of goods to the customer 
within a very limited period or else suffer 
the loss of the customer’s patronage Is diffi- 
cult to measure in dollars and cents. It 
means the success or failure of the business 
concerned in a great marty instances. The 
Mack and Saurer trucks are not exceptional. 
Any first class power wagon would be just 
as efficient. 

When one considers that a five ton horse 
truck occupies at.docks and terminals one- 
half more space than is taken by a five ton 
motor truck it is obvious that there will be a 
tremendous overtaxing of freight terminals 
and docks during the coming fall and winter 

as the loading and unleading platforms are 
at the best inadequate, even in periods 
when norma! volumes of freight have to be 
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handled: Motor trucks could 
a great deal toward the relief o 
terminais, due to their quicker ing and 
umoading functions when equi with a 
power winch or crane operated by the driving 
motor of the truck to put on and take off 
heavy, bulky material which quickly blocks 
the limited floor ot the platt and 
terminal warehous No less an important 
authority than Editor Walter Wardrop of 
Power Wagon estimates that ‘saving 
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to the entire country from the motorisation 
ef its highway commerce would t to 


61. 200,000,000. This vast sum of money 
would equip every merchant in America who 
makes deliveries of goods with motor truck 
equipment. Mr. Wardrop also tells us that a 
saving in the cost of living would be reduced 
by at least $1 per week per family through 
the solution of the ever increasing problem 
of distribution of thenecessaries of life. |

The best batting done 
against professional pitchers in the American 
circuit this year was done by the Athletics 
on Sept. 5, when they compiled twenty-three 
hits off Caldwell, Davis, and Warhop of the 

New York Yankees. 

Twice there have been twenty-one hits 
made by one team in a game and in two other

one aide. Boston and Cleveland attained the

American Indexes Mexico's Laws; 
Book Accepted by Government. 


By JOHN A. HOWLAND. 


INE-TENTHS of the development 
that has taken place in Mexico during 
the last thirty years has been accom- 
plished by Americans. Probably the 
most unique levement along that 

line has been the work of Robert J. Kerr, a 
former Chicagoan, who recently completed 
the task of indexing the three codes of the 
statute laws of that country. 

Prior to his going to Mexico, the penton 
language was alien to Mr. Kerr, but he has. 
succeeded in mastering not only the tech- 
meal Spanish of the Mexican laws but has 
done what lawyers of Mexico have failed to 
do, prepare an index with completely anno- 
tated commentary. which has been accepted 
by the department of justice of Mexico. It is 
now being published and will. be used in all 


the courts and public offices in Mexico. 


Mr. Kerr saw the need of a comprehensive 
indexed digest of Mexico statutes, and un- 
dertook the task of making one for his own 
private use. He was modestly fearful of 
his ability to make one that would meet the 
requirements of Mexican lawyer, but as the 
work took form and shape, his desire to 
make it as effective and thorough as possibile: 
resulted in increasing the scope of the task, 
The final result was the comprehensive 
digest which comprises over 17.000 citations 
to the statute law of Mexico, arranged after

O you fit your job too well? 

That may sound like a foolish ques 
tion, but there are hundreds of work- 
ers who literally fit their jobs too well. 
When they do not advance as they 

would like they wonder why, but they never 
by any chance guess the right reason. 

Because thé men who do not fit their jobs 
well enough outnumber the men who fit too 
well, the latter have been ignored. Their 
problem, however, is an important one. 

The man who is perfectly satisfied with his 
job is the man who fits too well. He may 
have achieved his position by hard work and 
by faithful application or he may have re- 
ceived it by a graft,” but if he is too well 
satisfied there is something wrong some- 

where. 

Real work should bring rea} happiness, but 
the man, who is satisfied with his position 
just as it is, cannot reach the happiness that 
only hard work can bring. Heis a detriment 
to the business which employs him and his 
work is a detriment to him. Dissatisfaction 
leads to improvement. 

The man who fits in his job too well is the 
one who has no suggestion for improvement 
to offer. He is the man who takes things 
easily and slowly, who never has to put 
in a minute overtime, but who never its able 
to show a cent of profit for the firm above 
his usual average. He is the man who does 
everything mechanically. He finds that h 
can do his work just as well without braj 
eo he leaves the brains out. He is generally 
punctual in the morning, but even more punc- 
tual at quitting time. He doesn’t care 
whether the business improves or not 80 
long as his salary is certain. If he sees that 
the firm is losing money through a big leak 
he doesn’t worry about it, for his salary won't 
be affected. 

Improvements aren't any too welcome with 
the man who fits his job too well. He is ac- 
customed to things as they are and rather 
resents) doing things in a new way or getting 
out of the rut. He knows that he is doing 
Aud rr correctly, and he grows indignant 
if any one questions him about his methods. 
He is honest because he never takes any- 
thing that doesn't belong to him. But neither 
does he ever give any more than he is being 
paid for. He knows he fits his job and he is 
perfectly satisfied. 

If you fit your job too well, wakeup! Look 
around and see if you can’t find something 

to be dissatisfied about and then proceed to 
arrange it another way. Remember that you 
are getting paid for what you do, but that 
if you succeed in doing more you'll probably 
get paid for that, too. Being just a little bit 
too big for your job and reaching out to 
make your job bigger ts better, than ome 
your job toa well.

How a Dentist Pulled Through a Crisis 


Moral: “Find the Job You Are Fitted For and Plunge In.”

HE girl uttered a shriek that seemed to 
split the roof. I los ed at my forceps. 
There was only half the tooth in it.

For an instant I felt the ground slip 
from under me. A faintness overcame me. I 
held to the chair and thus prevented sinking 
to the floor. 

I helped the girl to a sofa in the waiting 
room and called a doctor whe had an office 
next door. Together we examined her mouth. 
One half of the taoth was imbedded solidly 
in the gum. To pull it now, after the girl had 
undergone so much pain, was impodai ble 

The girl moaned. I knew even without that 
moaning that her pain wasagonizing, I con- 
sulted with the doctor a moment. He took 
out a few pills, handed them to. me, and told 
me to tell her to take one of the pills imme- 


lately upon arriving home and then go to 


bed. 

If that pain did not stop she was to take 
another pill two hours later. Most likely, 
however, one pill would alleviate the pain. 

I escorted my patient to a car, then wént 
beck to the office and locked myself in after 
putting out a sign stating that I was out.

Confinement Caused Headaches. . 

It was a painful communion I held with my- 
self that afternoon. For months I had been 
expecting just such an accident. I was not 
well. I had not been well since J left college 
and began practicing, two years earlier. In 
college I hed taken part in athletics. Pre- 
vious to that I had lived on the farm. To 
high school I used to come every day in 
a buggy. Occasionaffy on a cold wintry 
morning the ride of five miles from our farm: 
to the city where the school was located 
seemed to me a plague. I envied the boys 
who lived in the city and who could take the 
ear and reach school in fifteen minutes, in- 
stead of riding for an hour and a quarter.

Told Me to Quit Profession. 

It was not the first time he had suggested 
this. I always fought against it. This time 
Iagreed. When I left the office of the nerve 
specialist I felt like a doomed man. He told 
me what I needed was an active life in the 
Open, and advised me to take a two months’ 
vacation at once. At the end of that time I 
might return to the office and if I felt wel! 
then I might go on with my work. If the 
nervousness returned then the best thing 
for me to do would be to quit my profession 
and go into some other occupation which 
would take me out of doors more. 


I could not afford to take a two months’ va- 
cation. I was just beginning to build up a 
practice. That would be the stirest way to 
kill it. To give up dental practice for good? 
But what was I to go into? Go back to the 
farm seemed a dreary prospect.

The prospects 
of becoming a salesman for a dental supply 
house was assuming flesh and bone in my 
mind. I was looking up the names of firms in 
the dental journals and was about to add ‘eas 
letters to them making application for a rob. 
Before doing it, however, I consulted my 
friend, the physician.

Applied far Salesman’s Job. 

„ Glibert,” he said to me as I laid my plans 
before him, the idea is an excellent one.

Odd Ways of Earning Money; 


Profits Lurk in Unusual Places. 1

HERE are many unusual ways of earn- 

ing money that the average person 

knows nothing about, and some of 

trem are eareptionaliy profitable. 

Nearly all are the results of original 
ideas suggested by studying the needs and 
demands of the public. 


A young man who works in the city and 
lives in Ravenswood has discovered the 
secret of more than doubling his income dur- 
ing the summer months. His work he finds 


. especially profitable during the berry season. 


Equipped with a full line of tools, he spends 
about four hours each day at his bench in 
the basement. He devotes one hour in the 
morn.ng before he goes to work in the city 
and three hours at night. 

Now don't laugh,” he says, when I tell 
you that during the berry season I can 
make more money in four hours than I make 
in eight hours in an office. I am a toy- 
maker.“ 

There he stopped, expecting to be greeted 
with a smile. But he escaped. 


Berry boxes,” he went on, are made of 
just the kind of wood out of which you can 


make spring joints. You've seen the kind 


that street men carry around w'th them in 
baskets, working witn a string to attract the 
attention of the children.“ 

So this young man devotes his leisure 
hours to making jumpers on small sticks. 
He has worked up a market for his wares 
among a number of hucksters in the city, 
and toys which they sell for 15 cents they pay 
him 7 for. 

“It isn’t any trouble to make them,” he 
explains, if once you get on to the knack 
of it. They are the simplest things in the 
world. They are made up of perhaps a halt 
a dozen different pieces of wood, a string. 
and a few wires. Put them together in fif- 
teen minutes.“

Money from Small Press. 

Printing cards for friends is an old game, 
but it has remained for a Berwyn man to 
extend the business far beyund the stage of 
calling or business cards. 


A few years ago he purchased a printing 
press at a bargain price of $30. For a long 
time it remained idle, ite owner only put- 
ting it to his own personal uses and once in 
a while at the disposal of his friends. 

Next he printed some programs for his 
children for their use in school. Then his 
orders began to pour in—orders of all kinds 
~—so that whenever he feels Uke working 
extra hours he has no trouble in making it 
profitable. 

It was the best §80 I ever spent,” he de- 
clares. “ What it costs to keep it up is 
inconsequential. Ink, stock, and 80 on 
amount to practically nothing. My boy works 
it most of the time now, and during his vaca- 
tion he nets a néat sum. 

For instance, this summer he has had 
ten or eleven $5 Jobs; any number of $1 and §2 
jobs, so that 1 have no doubt that he has 
made nearly $100 while waiting for school 
to open.

and cheap, easy to run, and with a careful 
operator will turn out good work.”

Raises Dune Chickeny. 
There, is a young man . Indiana, 
raising game chickens a living, and he 


finds that it pays him well He worked 
into it gradually, getting his start when hig 
uncle made him a present of one fighting 
cock. He bought another one and then bee 
gan to epec'alize in them. 

He located the points in the country where 
cock fighting is indulged tn if not permitted 
by law. and started communications with 
those who might be interested. 

“My first order was for four fighting 
cocke,”” he said, “and this almost cleaned 
me out. The order came from southern Ohio. 

»Then before I tried to sell any more I got in 
a good supply. Next I had a few circulars 
printed and I maile¢ them around—O. always 
to safe parties. Ert I guess there ſen't any 
law against raising game chickens, 80 long 
as you don't ight them.“ 

The prices of the chickens range from 88 
to $18, depending upon their blood. He now 
has a “stable” of over 200 fighters. 

“I claim that a young fellow can meke 
money out t game chickens—a lot more than 
he can mske out of layers. If he has the 
room to tate care t them he will find ft a

From the 
newspapers he learns where entertainments, 
balls, outings, and lectures are to be given. 
He finds the pro-noters and offers hig services 
as a ticket salesman for a certain percentage, 
figured from the price of admission. 

Then he maps out his territory In the imme 
diate vicinity of the place where the club or 
society in question ts located naturally ase 
suming that there its friends are. 

Many clubs and societies are glad to get 
outside help, even at a price, a“ it is not only 
a burden on its busy members to sell tickets 
but bard work to get them to even try it. 

Aa rule, I get 10 per cent of all I sell,” 
explained the ticket seller. I manage it 80 
that I will strike each dis‘rict juet when the 
most people are in the streets. Then, if the 
sales are not going as well as I would like to 
have them, I make a house to house canvas. 
Often I do that anyway, and I nnd that it

The young man works his districts syste- 
matically, some times having as many as 
four sets of tickets in his pockets, ready to 
flash at a moment's notice. Some of his 
friends bave started in the same business and 
sooner or later they expect to popularize it 
generally throughout the city and so estab- 
lish themselves that clubs and societies will 
solicit their services when they contemplate 
an evening's entertainment for their friends.

Firest—It is very, very seldom that an apple 
orchard will return a profit of $1,000 per acte. 
The average; year in and year out, will be 
about 3200 per acre, and that only for the 
very best orchards, 

Second—Good apple land: unplanted, ie 
not worth more tham 5100 per acre. It will 
cost more than $20 per acre to plant land to 
apples and care for the first year. Twenty- 
five to $80 per acre would be closer. 

Third—It coste more than $7 per acre per 
year to care for a young orchard. We own 
a 100 acre apple orchard. Thorough but 
économical care the second year cost about 
$8 per acre, and this, the third year, it will 
cost us about 0 er $10 per acre. Your price 
of $7 per acre would cover cost of plowing, 
cultivating. and hoelng, but not pruning and 
spraying, nor depreciation in live sock, tools, 
etc. The cost of pruning and spre ying an 
apple orchard about doubles each year for 
the first eight years. 

Your estimate of $108 for care of one acre of 
apple orchard for ten years is much too low, 
according to our experience. The first five 
years, nonproductive, would cost about $50 
at least. The second five years of production, 
with summer and winter pruning, several 
sprayings.thinning fruit,and propping heavily 
laden trees would average fully $80 per acre 
per year. Would think a cost of $200 for care 
the first ten years would be the minimum. As 
we are land sellers we would not discourage 
anybody going into the apple business, but 
in this back to the land movement we think 
the truth is best in the long run. Your figures 
Would do for a prune orchard, but not for ap- 
pies.

A person may obtain title to government 
land under the desert act in the following 
manner: 

He must file a Geclaration under oath ‘with 
the register of the land district in which the 
desert land js situated that he intends to 
reclaim a tract of desert land, not exceed- 
ing $20 acres, by conducting water upon the 
same within four years. At the time of fil- 
ing this declaration a fee of 20 cents for each 
acre of land proposed to be #6 reclaimed must 
be paid. At the time of making the deciara- 
tion the land taken up under this act must 
be particularly deseribed if surveyed; or, if 
unsurveyed, must be described as nearly as 
possible. The party shall also file a trap of 
the land, which shall exhibit a plan show 
ing the mode of contemplated irrigation and 
which plan shall be sufficient to thoroughly 
irrigate and reclaim said land and prepare it 
to raige ordinary agricultural crops and shail 
also show the source of the water to be used 
for trrigation ahd reclamation.

The fibers are twisted into threads, and the 


threads are woven into all kinds of eilk 
fabrics just as the natural silk is. The 


natural and artificial silk are the same in 


luster and every other way. Although the 
strength of the artificial silk fabric is a trifle 
less than that of the naturel silk, it is very 
much greater than the strength of the cot- 
ton from which it le made. Wood pulp is 
even more largely used in making artificial 
silk than is cotton. It is being made in Eu- 


rope on a large scale, and ‘there is every 


prospect that with improved methods the 
price can be brought below that of natural 
silk and the strength of the fiber made to be 
at least equal that of the natural article. It 
is being used in clothing, making Welsbach 
manties, and, in fact, anything that the 
natural silk is useful for. 

Notice that the highly magnified: fibers of 
natural and artificial silks, shown in figures 
Tand III, respectively, show much more uni- 
form structure than that of the. equally 
highly fled fiber of cotton shown lu 
figure II. / This, of course, accounts partly 
for the much greater strength of the silk 
fibers,. since the thin places in the. cotton 
fiber mean weakness. 5

In figure IV. we see.the humble Gypsy 
moth or silk worm in three stages of her 
life; as the larvae or caterpiijar, which 
devours the leaves of the mulberry bush. 
as the cocoon, with the fine wed of ailk ¢pun 
around it, and finally, as the adult Gypsy 
moth, ready to lay its eggs and die. 

Notice the Chinese inscriptian on the side 

of the caterpillar, very appropriate, for it was 
in China that these silk worme were first cul- 
tivated, and where much of the best silk is 
still made. For thousands of years this little 
Gypsy moth or silk worm was an aristocrat 
among insects, for it clothed royalty and 
wealth, furnishing the finest, most lustrous 
and one of the strongest fabrics that man 
could obtain. 
This humble little moth 
tivated and tended with care for noth- 
ing could un the place of the fibers it pro- 
Guced. But at last the ingenuity of man 
has enabled him to construct large machine 
silk worms which rival, and may, in the fu- 
ture, excel the natural silk worm in the qual- 
ity of its product. 

There is no reason why th’s should not 
happen and then silk might be produced that 
could be purchased at a moderate price, 30 
that the middle classes as well as kings and 
money lords would be able to clothe their 
women in silk and satina .

„How am I to take a kerosene stain out 
of a tan shoe? ERNESTINE L.“ 

Prepare a mixture of powdered starch, 
two parte; borax (good quality), one part. 
Provide yourself with a new clean com- 
plexlon brush’’ and rub the powder into 
the corset, not missing a thread. Shake it 
off When. you have gone all over the gar- 
‘ment and rub in a fresh supply. Leave this 
on for three days before: brushing but the 


powder, keeping the corset in a covered box. 


to exclude the dust. Do not rub the silk so 
hard as to fray the figures. This is dry 
cleaning.” If you do not lieh to take so 
much trouble you may wash the corset in 
gasoline, using plenty of it and drying in 
the shade. Do the work out of doors and 
have no artificial light near while you do it. 
(2) Cover the grease spot with a paste of 
French chalk ahd househcid ammonia. 
Leave it on for a day; rub off and renew if 
necessary. Had you left the kerosene in 
the open air without touchirg it the spot 
would have vanished of itself. To keep 
dust from settling upon it you might have 
covered the oll with oatmeal (dry) and let 
it alone. Kerosene is the least obstinate 
of stains if it be properly managed. I had 
the misfortune once to have a lamp over- 
turned upon a matted floor. Without touch- 


ing the hideous spot, I went out of the room, 


leaving the windows open ts facilitate the 
evaporation and let no one enter the door 
for twenty-four hours.

Staffed Green * 

In your family meals for a week you 
make frequent mention of stuffed green 
peppers. Perhaps you will not object to a 
pew recipe for them. We have tried it sev- 
eral times and like it. 

“STUFFED GREEN PEPPERS.—Fry a 
slice of corned ham and run it through the 
meat chopper. Return to the fat in the 
pan with an equal quantity of boiled rice 
and tomatoes. 

„Season with salt, and if you like them 
very hot, with paprika. With this mixture 
stuff large bell pepbers which have been 
freed from seeds. Put back the tops of the 
peppers to their former places. Bake in a 
covered roaster, laying a siice of fat bacon 
upon the top of each pepper to season and. 
to moisten it. Mas. J. B. 

Uniess the peppers are very young and 
fresh it is well to parboll them before bak- 
Cook them in boiling water for five 
minutes and lay them at once in ice cold 
water. When they are chilied through. 
wipe and proceed as our Kentucky member 
directs. The addition of the slice of bacon 
to the pepper makes the dish yet more 
savory. I suppose canned tumatoes will do 
as well as the stewed fresh when the latter 
are no longer to x 7 in the markets. 


Cleaning Feather Pillows. 


“Will you tell me how I may clean 
feather pillows at home? SUBSCRIBER,” 
A correspondent sends in this formula. I 
Go not vouch for it, but she assured me 
upon the word of à veteran German haus- 


frau that she has washed pillows in this 


way for thirty years and with satisfactory 
results. I wish other housemothers would 
pronounce upon the method. 

“TO WASH FEATHER, PILLOWS -m 
your tubs with hot soda and ‘plunge the 
pillows one ate time into this, Souse them 
up and down and scrub with a stiff brush. 
Then rinse in clean warm water and hang 

upon the line in hot ‘sunshine. As the ticks 
dry, beat and shake the feathers violently 
up and down and cver and over, grabbing 
the iick with both hands and separating the 
bunches of feathers you feel inside. Do 
this again and again, hanging on the line 
in a different position after each shaking 
and separating. By the time the feathers 
are dry they will be light and fluffy, and if 
they were a little musty at first they will be 
sweet and nice when you have done with 
them. 

„Don't be afraid. to try this way. It 
gourds ‘odd, I know, but it can de done. It 
will take eer nearly all day, though.

The Right Kind of Rice. 

“You make liberai use of rice in your 
menus, and you have more than once rec- 
ommended its use as a substitute for what 
you once called ‘the tyrant potato.“ Per- 
haps more people would eat rice if they got 
the right kind. Cannot you contrive to 
bring before your constituency what is 
siven herewith on the subject? 

To satisfy the consumer who would not 
taxe rice in its natural condition, when it is 
of a dull brown, the rice merchant is com- 
pelled to polish it. This ts done with a 
mixture of tale and glucose. It is then 
white and shiny, but it loms in fla vor and 
in nutritious qualities. 

“The rice flour obtained by thé removal 
of the brown outer coating is used by the 
merchants and those who know the value 
of it in making the rice cakes, which are 
highly prized. But itis a pity that the most 
intelligent nation in the world should be so 


ignorant of the food value of the cereal on. 


which more people lve than upon any 
Other, as to ineist upon having their rice 
made as glossy ap glass beads. No rice 
eating nations treat their rice as we do. It 
is to be hoped that the smuil markets that 
have..been established for, the sale of un- 
potished’ rice will ien to the propaganda 
in ite favor. Annis W. J.” 

This communication from à highly es- 
teemed correspondent whose intelligence 
cannot be doubted reminds me that friends 
who have traveled and who have lived in 
Japan report to the like effect. They say 
that rice prepared by the native cooks and 
eaten without any séasoning except a little 
salt, if the foreigner chooses to add It, isa 
very different vegetable from the pale paste 
which usually figures upon our tables un- 
der the same name. Years ago I learned 
from the South Carolinians how to cook 
the cereal so that éach tender grain stands 
apart from the rest. It is much liked by 
all who eat it when ft is prepared in this 
way, except perhaps by a few who like 
starchy mush.

Chicken a la King. 

“You had à request some time ago for a 
chicken a la King recipe. I am pleasing 
myself, and I would fain hope obliging some 
unknown friend by inclosirg one which 
goes in our family under that name and 
which we like better than any other dish 


made of leftover chicken. It may be made 
; of dolled or of roast fowls. 


“CHICKEN A LA KING —Cut the fowl 
imo neat pieces and chop very fine a tiny 


enion. Heat a -cupful of milk in a sauce. 
’ pan. adding a pinch of soda to prevent 


curdling, and stir into this the onion and 
chicken meat. As soon as it bubbles, stir 
in the beaten yolk of an egg and set the 
saucepan in a pan of boiling wafer for three 
minutes, stirring from the bottom several 
times. Season with a teaspoonful of 
minced parsley, salt and paprika to your 
taste. 

This is the recipe, but we think the dish 
nicer when served with a garnish of minced 
cold ham heated for a minute in a little 
stock. The stock from the chicken gravy 
diluted with hot water is best if.you have 
it. Heap the mince upon rounds of toast

When green peppers are m season we 
sometimes lay a slice of fried pepper upon 
the toast and heap the ham upon this.

Tn addition to all theee silk and satin ma- 
tefiale there le a great Variety of others to 
be seen which are intended for more prac- 
tical use. These include. first and foremost, 
velvets; chiffon, and otherwise, which later 
in the season will undoubtedly take the place 
of many ot the satin brocadee now being

future, but for the present the skirt of nar- 
row width and straight line is the fashion.

No 
wonder so many were formerly driven to 
smoke opium. But to distribute oil efficient- 
ly more railways are needed. Of course the 
big cities are getting the electric light. 
These changes are not all the result of the 
revolution; they rather helped to produce it. 
Millions and millions of people suddenly 

’ lifted out of darkness and placed in posses- 
sion of intelligent newspapers and light to 
read them by—think what that meansin ths 
oldest empire on earth!” : 


RELIGION FOR CITIES. 

The city destroys religion, says a profes- 
sor. You cannot dodge the church in the 
country without arousing the curiosity of 
inquisitive neighbors or anxious friends. In 
the city there are no neighbors, You don't 
even know the man living in the apartment 
adjoining yours. You can dodge the church 
with impunity, therefore, he argues. 

That many city people dodge the church 
is true. But that does not necessarily make 
the city a destroyer of religion. Religion is 
inherent in man—in the city map as much 
as in the country man. But the city man 
must hare his religion presented to him dif- 
ferently than religion is presented to the

If we look upon all this as 
injustice then it is injustice—it is iniquitous. 
If the father believes he himself is the 
creator of wealth and that he and his fellow 
toilers should participate in the profits rather 
than accept the proffers; if we, his neigh- 
bors, deplore the unceasing toil which forces 
him to neglect his home, to put up with 
squalor, to seek recreation in the pool room 
and cheer in the beer can; if he, too, and all 


ot us are of the opinion that he, the laborer, 


is entitled to amenities of life in proportion 
to the strength and honesty and skill he puts 
into his work; if we are agreed about these 
things, then their continued existence is a 
reproach to us, and a blight upon our society, 
and a stain upon our civilization. 

Mark this: when we all agree that pov- 
erty, distress, squalor, discomfort, ignorance, 
brutality, suffering, and grinding poverty in 
this, the richest nation the world has ever 
seen, are unjust, unreasonable, and inexcus- 
able, then it is certain that conditions will 
change. And the man is a coward who in 
the face of public opinion and common de- 
cency refuses to alter his own conception 
of honor and wealth and justice and fair 
play to meet these conditions. He who 
helps continue conditions that society agrees 
are iniquitous—especially if such continu- 
ance is for his own self-interest and prompted 
by his own greed for gain—is worse than a 
coward; he isa brute. And as for him who 
opposes this movement simply because it is 
contrary to his accepted and habitual! opin- 
fon, and because he is fearful of change, 


known, he will be swept aside as surely as 
was his ancester who tried to stay the flood 
of the oncoming sea of ice. 

Oowardice is of two kinds, springing from 
two psychologically different bases. There 
is the whipped dog coward, born with a 
crooked tail and kicked by adversity; he 
would not feel comfortable were not his tail 
between his legs. The lot of this type ‘s 
pitiable; their position in society a misfor 
tune to themselves and their fellowmen. No 
one can blame them. No one can scold 


_them. Nor, once they are set in the habit, 


can anything be done for them. 

Then there is another type of coward. 
They, too, are to be pitied, but their cause 
is not hopeless. Their cowardice is not 


derstanding, more eften from ignorance. 
They sweat. They labor. They carry on 
the routine of life. But they leave it where 
they find it—unchanged and unimproved, 
though often a little shopwors. Ther 
names are not in the patent office, nor reg- 
istered in the library of congress, ner found 
among the world’s explorers or leaders. 
They did nothing in the darkest heurs of 
the civil war; they were the millstones about 
Washington's neck in the gloomy days of 
Valley Forge. For aught they have done, 
mankind today would be in the stene age of

their contemporaries were traitors. Every 
man of them betrayed something. Every 
man of the world’s band of leaders has 
turned his back upon something and some- 
body: that.was the price paid for daring to do 
right. The firs. man who questioned the 
divine right of kings was a traitor. Consti- 
tutional history in England is marked by 
the acts and deeds of men “ traitors” to 
their generation, many of whom paid the 
price of their courage with their lives. 

Is he who leaves the Republican or the 
Democratic perty to be branded as a de- 
serter? Is Roosevelt a traitor? Not to his 
conscience or to truth as he sees it; we may 
be sure of that. Why play with words? If 
the man who breaks with the intolerabie 
because of duty and principle, and with 
courage challenging the unknown opens up 
a new vista of human knowledge, or con- 
ceives a new standard for human achieve- 
ment, or sets a new pace for human prog- 
ress, he is fit to sit with the immortals. 

Every act of our lives which marks a 
progressive change or a step in advance is 
based on treachery to that left behind.

Smallpox, for in- 
stance, may break out during any season 
and become widespread. — 

Of these diseases malaria is perhaps the 
most important. It bears a more important 
relation to social, civic, and economic prob- 
lems than any other of these diseases. This 
results from the fact that people infected 
with malarial poisoning cannot put the en- 
ergy in the hoe, the spade, the shovel, the 
ax, the saw, the plane, and the hammer that 
is necessary to produce high efficiency. 
Neither can a mind produce high mental ef- 
ficiency when physical efficiency is below 
par. Mental and physical deficiency mea us 
great depreciation in ultimate values. For 
this reason it may be said that the prevalence 
of malaria in a given locality greatly de- 
preciates the value of land products, hence 
decreases the value of the land. 

~~o 

For some time it has been known that 
most diseases are the result of a species of 
poison. It has likewise been proved that 
insects, by migrating from one social center 
to another, become a prolific source of dis- 
ease distribution. They may, peradventure, 
invade the honte after having visited the 
carelessly conducted camp. These summer 
camps are exposed to an unusual degree of 
contamination. Here the water supply is 
far below the city standard.. This means, 
frequently, faulty sewerage and insanitary 
condition of yard vaults. 

Usually summer resorts are run under 
pressure. Their sanitary systems are prone 
to break down under this pressure. The 
kitchens are ill kept. Flies are abundant. 
The city man who goes to the country or re- 
sort place for a vacation and rest does nvi 
stand as good a chance to escape disease as 
if he had remained at home. 

The death rate from typhoid, for instance, 
is higher in the small towns about Chicago 
than it isin the city. There is less care ex- 


-ercised by the residents in controlling the 


exposure of articles of food to flies and other 
insects that have visited these germ laden 
fields, become contaminated, and carry their 
poisou to the house. The feet, legs, and 
bodies of these insects come in contact with 
the virus that causestyphoid. Inthe homes 
they visit they deposit this poison on the 
food and in the fluids we drink. The result 
is ofttimes typhoid.

What is true of the typhoid germs is 
‘equally true of the germs which cause 
diphtheria, tuberculosis, scarlet fever, and 
other infectious and contagious diseases, 
The source may be the tenement, the laun- 
dry, the outhouse, the pig sty, and other 
places where disease laden filth is allowed 
to accumulate. 

Little did Laveran, Manson, Ross, and 
others appreciate the history they made 
when they discovered it was the mosquito, 
for instance, which transmitted the poison 
that caused malaria. They demonstrated 
that, unlike bacteria, the poison which causes 
malaria must be carried from person to per- 
son in a definite way. If it depended upon 
the air currents to carry it about it would 
perish. iit 

~~ 


In a recent publication by Dr. Henry 
Smith Williams he calls attention to the 
fact that Dr. Rogs suggested that the de- 
cadence of civilization in ancient Greece 
may have been due tò the encroachment of 
the malaria transmitting mosquito. 

Dr. Williams further says: Who, until 
very recently, suspected such influences as 
these in history? Who would have dared 


suggest that the proboscis of a tiny insect 


may be mightier than the sword or pen? 
Yet the validity of such a claim becomes 
increasingly evident as we study the recent 
discoveries in relation to the transmission of 
disease. In the light of what is now known 
it is not too much to assert that insects of 
two or three species have undoubtedly been 
responsible for more human deaths in mod- 
ern Europe than all the implements of war- 
fare that man has devised.”’ 

While: all mosquitoes do not carry and 
transmit the poison, it is exceedingly im- 
portant that the genus, Anophelese, the 
one that transmits the poison, has been 
isolated, 
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It is through the microscope that this dis- 
ease has been robbed of its old time terrors. 
The microscope has made it possible for the 
modern physician not only to administer 
een according to modern methods, but 

o instruct his clientele how to prevent dis- 
ease. It has shown that millions of germs 
find a home on the body of a single insect. 
These insects may carry typhoid, diphtheria, 
tubercular, and many other germs. They 
pick up these germs by coming in contact 
with filth laden areas in which the germs 
have found a favorable nidus for develop- 
ment. When they walk across your food 
or feed at the mouth of the milk bottle it is 
well to remember that they may have left 
the cause of a fatal malady in their wake. 
The germs which they deposit are to be 
found on their fee*, bodies, wings, and 
buccal apparatus. They are frequently de- 
posited in the specks where they live for 
several days. 
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The death rate curve reaches its mini- 
mum in the fall. It is in October that the 
death rate from baby sickness has dropped 
to a minimum, and the high pneumonia and 
cold rates of the winter have not begun. 
Typhoid is the only disease at its maximum, 
and it drops sharply until January, then 
slowly until May. 

Bright eyed, rosy cheeked children return 
from their vacations. The average man or 
woman has recuperated frem the heat of 
summer, and walks with more vigor. The 
air in workshops, factories, offices, stores, 
schoolreoms, and homes is far better than 
it will be from Thanksgiving to Easter, since 
it is net cold enough to necessitate elosing 
the windows. The mechanies, clerks, book- 
keepers, and other help will have clearer 
minds, better bodies, and work with minds 
at full concentration. 

Later the conditions change. Colder 
weather sets in. Ventilation is poorer, Re- 
sistance is lowered. Children are exposed 
to contagion. Pneumonia and other diseases 
climb, month by month, until they reach 
their maximum curve in February er Mareh. 
Along about this time the total rate is 
brought to the highest point reached in the 


year. \

Child life means school life. Hence the 
diseases.for which schools alone are re- 
sponsible should receive the most careful at- 
tention. Their cause should be found out 
at once and a means for their prevention 
put into practice immediately. 
sentially important on account of the int.- 
mate physical contact of such large numbers 
of children which greatly increases the 
chances of contagious and infectious dis- 
eases being spread. 

Even the most careful system of medical 
inspection and supervision will not always 
insure control of communicable diseases 
once they have taken.root. This means that 


all probable and possible s@urces of. infec-. 


tion should be sought out and means for 
their control inaugurated, Perhaps the best 
way to begin this work is to require each 
child to bring a health certificate at the be- 
ginning of school and following all vaca- 
tions. In this way the source of the infec- 
tion may be localized, and those neighbor- 
hoods, streets, and villages known to be in- 
fected can be easily and effectively cared 
for. ; 


Particularly should these conditions be 
jealously guarded in the rural distriets, since 
in these localities it is of ttimes more difficult 
to obtain the services of a physician. A lit- 
tle attention to these slight ailments will 
many times prove to be the means of avoid- 
ing unnecessary suffering, to say nothing of 
the lives saved thereby. A strict observ- 
ance of these suggestions will greatly lessen 
the infinite inconvenience resulting from 
“minor ailments,” thereby lightening the 
load of long suffering humanity from avoid- 
able diseases. 
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SMALLPOX—Smallpox is a highly con- 
tagious disease. It is impossible to contract 
smallpox without coming in contact with 
some one who has had the disease or with 
clothes, books, bedding, dr other objects that 
have been exposed to the contagion. Those 
who have contracted the disease are con- 
tagious before the rash comegout, and those 
who have died of it continue to give off the 
poison. Both sexes of all ages are liable to 
it. The number and severity of smallpox 
epidemics have been greatly reduced’by im- 
proved sanitary measures, right living, 
greater cleanliness, and vaccination. 

Extra care and precaution should be taken 
in the fall of the year to see that an epidemic 


of this disease does not occur. On account 


of this fact many cities require their school 
children to present a certificate of success- 
ful vaccination upon entering school at the 
beginning of the term. Vaccination has 
been the chief medium through which the 
number and severity of smallpox epidemics 
have been so greatly reduced and so thor- 
oughly controlled.

SCHOOL ROOM DISEASES—These are 
the diseases incident to childhood, such as 
tuberculosis, diphtheria, scarlet fever, 
whooping cough, measles, German measles, 
mumps, itch, head lice, ringworm, etc. The 
child in school may also be attacked by such 
„minor ailments ” as bad colds, sore throat, 
enlarged tonsils, catarrhal conditions of the 
nose, throat, and ears. These latter condi- 
tions are ofttimes superinduced by nasal de- 
formities, adenoids, and rickets. While 
they are not necessarily serious per se, they 
frequently are the avenue to more serious 
and ofttimes grave didseases, such as rheu- 
matism, heart disease, tuberculosis, mas- 
toiditis, and middle ear diseases. 

Where early attention is given to the 
above named abnormalities and where 
prover efforts to control and cure the above 
named diseases are made, the spread of in- 
fectious.and contagious diseases is noticeably 
far less, and: the necessity for closing 
schools is comparatively rarely required. 

When children have these various dis- 
eases of the mucous membranes lining the 
nose and throat they are far more susceptible 
to such diseases as measles, diphtheria, 
scarlet fever smallpox, etc., as the germs 
which causes these diseases find here a fa- 
vorable field in which to locate, multiply, 
and develop. 

DIPHTHERIA—Diphtheria is a malig- 
nant disease of the mucous membrane of 
the throat. It may extend to the nose and 
air passages. It attacks children rather 
than adults, and, when fatal, usually de 
stroys life by suffocation. It may be epi. 
demic. Hirsch says: There isa tendency 
to cyclical epidemic or pandemic waves 
lasting often for many years and followed 
by long intervals of comparative quies- 
cence.” There is some reason to believe it 
has a seasonable prevalence for the late 
fall and early winter. Where it occurs most 
abundantly in the late fall or early winter 
it is probably due to the fact that, at this 
time of the year, the mucous membranes of 
the throat, nose, and nasal passages offer 
less resistance to the location and develop- 
ment of the germ resulting from negieeted 
colds coatracted earlier in the season. 


The diphtheria germ may cause an ordl. 
nary sore throat as well as the disease called 
diphtheria. This germ spreads from person 
to person through spit er other mouth or nose 
secretions coming in contact with hands, 
face, and lips. It is rarely spread by air 
and certainly not by defective plumbing or 
dirty houses. 

The germ breeds and spreads like other 
forms of life, and is not created by sewer 
air. When it locates in the nose, throat or 
mouth it begins te grow, multiply, and te 
secrete ehemical substances called toxins, 
These toxing cause the symptoms called 
diphtheria. The degree to which the patient 
absorbs these toxins depends uper the point 
ofinvasion. If in the nose they are absorbed 
more rapidly than if in the throat. If in the 
tonsils the toxin is absorbed more slowly. 

Whes a ease of diphtheria gets well it is 

nee the toxin has been néWtralized by 
antitoxin. In this case the antitoxin has 
been made by the patient or has been gives 
hypodermically. Antitozin is given hypo- 
dermically because the system makes it so 
slowly and it is wise to counteract the mak- 
ö 
not only attacks humans, but 
it attacks cats, pigeons, chickens, and horsag 
ag well. Cases of diphtheria have been diag- 
nosed in rural districts, and ne other cause 
having been discovered, it bas bees found 
that pet chickens, upon examination, have 
the germ in their threats. While it some- 
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they should be they are teachable, that they 
can be reached and touched and changed 
and made right, and that the highest and 
happiest life work is in some way to make 
men better, and then to live and die com- 
passed about by their gratitude.

In addition to this, 
talks and entertainments were given at the 
summer inetitutes.

Mrs. Whitcomb Helps Cause. 

Although not actively engaged in the gut- 
trage campaign, Mre Jessie Wright Whit- 
comb, one of the most interesting women in 
Kansas, has not omitted an opportunity to 
put in a word for suffrage when speaking 
before club women and other audiencea One 
of the particular points she makes in favor of 
suffrage for women is a new one. 

“ No people advance beyond the Hmitations 
they put on their women,” affirms Mrs. Whit- 
comb. “Turkey and China are striking ex- 
amples of this Now that Chine has enfran- 
chised her women she may hope to compete 
with other nations some day in the future, 
but, of course, it will take hundreds of years 
to bring their standard up to ourown. The 
women of Turkey also have a long glow jour- 
ney to travel. 

“I do not dDelieve ae many others do that 
women will make an immediate change in the 
color of politics as a result of securing the 
vote, but I. do believe suffrage will be a great 
factor in the education of women. It cannot 
fail to broaden them. It will take women 
from the narrow environment of the home and 
lead them on to a broader interest in public 
affairs. 

Women have not been interested in politics 
and civic affaire because they have had no 
chance to take part in tbem Give them the 
ballot and they will make use of it.”
